Port Arthur, Oct 10.—The newspa- 


per, Novy Krai (Russian) today prints 
a bellicose editorial on the far Eastern 
situation. The paper says: "The stat- 
us quo fixed upon by Russia in Man- 
churia must be maintained. 
The af- 


fair interests only Russia and China 
and is none of the business of the other 
powers. 


"Manchuria has been sealed with 


Russian blood. 
Japan might as well 


understand this. If Japan wants to col- 
onize there is Formosa, the .Philip- 
pines, Australia or e,ven Korea, but 
Manchuria is for Russia. She did not 
evacuate on October 8, nor will 
she 


at any other time,"" 


LOOKS WARLIKE. 


London, Oct. 10.-r-The far Eastern

3Testerday, she would not endure occu- 
pation of Korean soil by the forces of 
the czar.

the possibility of war between Russia. 
and Japan today, pcints out the hope- 
lessness of such a struggle so far as 
Japan is concerned. 


"Japan," says the Vremya, 
"cannot 


realize the danger of war with Russia. 
Even should Japan win a brilliant pre- 
liminary victory, the Russian columns 
would eventually crush her, and thus 
end all hopes of her future.1'

JAPAN ARE COMPARED 


The^Latter Has the Fastest Vessels and the Most 


Patrotic Fighters—Numerically About the Same 


—Japan's Impregnable, Handy Naval Bases. 


Map Shows Where War 
Will Be 


Waged if Japan and Russia Mix. Also 
Picture of Admiral Alexe^ff, Russian 
Viceroy in Eastern Asia. 


Yokohama, Japan, Oct. 10.—When 


.the day of battle comes between Japan 
and" Russia, Japan will find that she 
must strike her first bold blow on the 
sea. 


A numerical comparison of the two 


nations iiTthe possible area of conflict 
shows a practical equity, with Russia 
doing all in her power to increase her 
strength m the Pacific. 


As a matter of fact, however, a nu- 


merical comparison is not the true one. 
Unlike the ships of the western na- 
tions, Japanese war vessels will not be 
compelled to fight at great distances 
from her own shores where lay the 
sources of supply. Owing to this it was 
not necessary for Japan to provide 
arge coaling capacity and the space 
thus gained ou one of her ships is de- 
voted to heavier 
armaments, larger 


Russia in her naval bases, four li 
number and distributed at advantag 
eous distances through her archipelag 
of islands. These babes have beei 
placed in positions where they are ah 
solntely secure from attack. Vast sum* 
of money have been expended on the 
naval stations with their

They are con- 
vinced that their greatest enemy is 
Russia and that the czar, shoudl the 
opportunity come to him, would

slave them.

are undoubtedly fine sailors and bril- 
liant, brave fighters, but how about the 
mau. behind the gun?

Barrett bridge, across the 
Delaware river, connecting Jort Jervis 
with Matainoras, Pa., was carried off 
while three men were on it. Theodora 
Durant. a cripple, clung to the pier of 
the bridge and was rescued a half mile 
below. The other men were drowned.

state court. The section of the Illinois 
free employment law prohibiting the 
state offices from furnishing men to an 
establishment where a strike was on 
was declared by the supreme court to 
be unconstitutional, and this was helc 
to invalidate the whole act. The legis- 
lature of Illinois, being in session when 
the decision was rendered (1903), Im- 
mediately re-enacted the law, omitting 
the section described. Wisconsin hac 
formerly passed a law identical with 
that of Illinois, and its legislature at 
once repealed the clause or section that 
had been condemned by the Illinois 
court. 


Little real progress was made in leg- 


islation to restrict child "labor outside 
of Illinois, which passed (1903) a law 
generally considered a model. New 
York (1903) strengthened its child labor 
laws and enacted one to cover street 
trades, such as newsboys and news- 
girls. It does not, however, reach the 
messenger boy. Kentucky made it un- 
lawful to employ ^children under four- 
teen years old in factories, workshops 
or mines without the consent of the 
county judge, whose decision, however, 
may be overruled by the county attor- 
ney. Maryland changed the age of em- 
ployment for children from, twelve to 
fourteen years, but made an exception 
of the canning industry, in which most 
of the child labor abuses occur. More- 
over, the (jaw applies only to certain 
counties in the state.* The'employment 
of childrcn\ tinkler sixteen is prohibited 
in the manufacture or sale of liquors 
by the same. statute. 
Ohio prohibits 


children tinder fourteen from working 
in factories and stores at all times and 
permits them lo work at other employ- 
ment only during school vacation. 


Massachusetts required all illiterate 


minors after reaching the age of em- 
ployment to attend night schools. Rhode 
Island reduced the legal maximum 
hours for the employment of women 
and children in factories from sixTy to 
fifty-eight a week. Louisiana extended 
its sixty hour week for women ancL mi- 
nors under eighteen to those employed 
in telephone and telegraph ofBces. New 
York (1903) prohibited the employment 
of women at metal polishing trades. 
! California submitted a constitutional 
amendment, which was adopted by the 
people at the polls, making eight hours 
the maximum day's work in all public 
^mployment. Colorado's eight hour law 
Tiaving been knocked out by its su- 
preme court, although an identical law 
in Utah was upheld by both state and 
federal supreme" courts in the famous 
Holden versus Hardy case, a constitu- 
tional amendment was submitted and 
carried empowering the legislature to 
establish a compulsory eight hour day 
"in any branch of industry or labor 
that the general assembly may consider 
injurious or dangerous to health, life or 
limb." 


Louisiana and Rhode Island passed 


ten hour labor laws for adult males, 
the labor to be performed 
within 


twelve consecutive hours in all street 
railway service. In Rhode Island this 
law is being tested in the courts, the 
lower courts sustaining it 
Massachu- 


setts passed a concurrent resolution 
asking for an amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States empow- 
ering congress to regulate and unify 
the hours of labor in all states of the 
Union. 


Factory inspecticnlaws were strength- 


ened and improved either by change in 
the latrs or increase in the number and 
efficiency of the inspectors in Iowa. Il- 
linois, New York, Xew Jersey, Ken- j 
lucky, Ohio. Massachusetts and Mary-1 
land. The factory inspection law of Cal- j 
ifornia was declared unconstitutional: 
by the courts of that state. The home 
"sweatshops" were made subject to \ 
factory inspection in Maryland. Min- 
ing laws were strcngtheni-d in Iowa, i 
especially the features which arc in- 
tended as safeguards against accidents. | 
A commission to investigate explosions 
was appointed. Maryland also revised 
and in some trays improved its mining 
laws. 


South Carolina passed a law reqnir- 


relative danger of incident in the. in 
dustry—in mining and quarrying .$1.80 
on railroads .$3, on street railways (X 
cents per employee a year. Half of 
this amount-iuay be deducted from the 
wages of the workmen by agreement 
The state insurance commissioner pays

workingmen's insurance acts, it is the 
first step by an America!! state towar$ 
an intelligent solution of this problem. 


CHILD MURDER. 


That IB 'What Is aiennt In Many 


Ca*ea by ,Cliil<l Labor. 


The glass blowerb of New' Jersey 


have notified Governor Murphy that 
they propose to contest the new child 
labor law of last winter, and the rea- 
son given by them is that they cannot 
run their factories at a profit without 
u&iug the boy helpeis. The truth is 
that if helpless little boys were not 
condemned to this work by ignorant or 
brutal parents some- other class of la- 
bor Avould be found to fill the'void. 


It may be said at once that it would 


be better to close all the glass factories 
in the country tomorrow than produce 
any more of the horrible wrecks for 
which they are now responsible. 


While New Jersey is the greatest sin- 


ner among the states in this matter of 
Child labor, Illinois is not far behind, 
and the authentic reports as to the boys 
in the Illinois glass factories make 
reading which can scarcely be equaled 
"for horror. 


Depriving a little boy of bis sleep 


for years and stopping his natural 
growth through long hours of night la- 
bor—and this for a pittance—produce a 
class of little old men at twenty who 
are simply not human. They are not 
immoral, but nonmoral. They ace worse 
than degenerates. They are "reverts," 
degraded, animal and half imbecile. 
Their physical and mental destruction 
is the revenge of Dame Nature for the 
violation of the sweetest of her laws— 
the growth and development of youth. 


The employment of children in New 


Jersey factories is the greatest blot 
upon the fame of that state, but the 
state's efforts to abolish it have been 
most laudable. 


Now that the people have taken the 


trouble to pass the new law, nothing 
should be alloyed to interfere with the 
strict enforcement of the fourteen-year- 
old provision. This itself is bad enough, 
but it is a great step for the better. 


Spies In Unions'. 


A pamphlet issued by Lucius E. Whi- 


ton of the D. R. Whiton Machine com- 
pany of New London, Conn., purports 
to reveal a labor secret service system. 
By this system, it is charged, a corpo- 
ration in 
Cleveland, O., furnishes 


workmen for various corporations, the 
men work and live and act with the> 
workingmen of the establishments and 
keep the euiplojers in complete touch 
tvith all mo\eiuents among the men, 
give advance information of labor dis- 
turbances and make possible the dis- 
charge of aggressive agitators before 
their objects have been accomplished. 


Mr. Whiton also tells of a call re- 


ceived from a representative of the 
concern, who assured him that they 
tiad men in their service who were 
officers of unions, delegates to labor 
conventions and on the official .boards 
of these organizations. The price for a 
molder or machinist was quoted at 
?175 a month and for other classes of 
abor 9150 a mouth. 
Mr. Whiton says that a representa- 
Ive of the concern called on him and 
told him that many shop committecmen 
n large shops were in the employ of 
this concern, a* also were union officers 
and many Central Labor union dele- 
rates; that there was hardly ever a 
state or national convention but that 
some of their men were delegates; 
hat they got first news of the pro- 
»osed labor laws and used this news to 
arrange opposition to such lajvs when 
t was advisnWo.

Lawyer Thorn'dike—The Ohio statis- 


tics of mortgages, recorded each, year 
in Ohio, for the past 20 years, ar» 
worthless because Hamilton county 
did not report in seven years of that 
time. 
Knox, Pike and Highland are 


left out each one year in that time, and 
so the statistics are not complete. In 
1888 the entire mortgages on real es- 
tate in Ohio in force, exclusive of rail- 
roads, were $330,999,205.78. Assuming 
these figures for the 20 years prior to 
1903 to be uniform, and that the an- 
nual charge for the risk of taxation 
was 1% per cent, which statisticians 
figure out as the rule in California, 
where mortgages, are taxed separately, 
the debtors in Ohio in the past 2fl 
years have paid out $1,058,496,219.48 in 
excess interest which ,they wguld not 
have paid had mortgages and credits 
not been taxed, or rather threatened 
to he taxed.

I do not -have the return of credits 


for 1888 before me, but the returns 
for 1890 will answer the purpose. They 
were $111,363,315. Assuming that these 
credits were mortgages, 
over" two- 


thirds of the mortgages on record paid 
no taxes. 


Farmer Perkins—I fully believe that 


my fellow farmers and I are more 
heavily taxed than aay other class in 
the community, and how are we to 
scape it or divide our burden with 
other classes? 


LawyeVThorndike—There is no way 


;o escape it except by the adoption of 
:he pending constitutional amendment, 
allowing'the legislature 
freedom in 


Jhe methods and subjects of taxation. 
So long as the state raises any part 
of its taxes by ad valorem levies on 
the duplicates of the counties, so long 
will there be a rivalry between the 
several counties to determine which 
can secure the lowest appraisement of 
real estate. The county which can se- 
cure the lowest will throw much of the 
state tax on the other counties of the 
state.

$893,226,658 mortgages, excluding rail- 
road mortgages, recorded in Ohio in 
'the 10 years from 1893 to 1902, both 
years inclusive. 
Of these years th<3 


secretary of state left out Hamilton 
county in 1893, 1894, 1895, 1899 and 
1900, five years. Knox was left out in 
1894, 1895, and Pike in 1895. Restoring 
these amounts to the list, from the 
best sources of information, at $34,- 
697,847, would make $927,924,505 -fn 
mortgages recorded each year for 10 
years. The excess interest for the risk 
of the mortgages being taxed is esti- 
mated at 1% per cent. This would 
make the excess interest for 10 years 
paid by debtors in Ohio to creditors, 
for the risk of taxes ?16,238,678.74, but 
this is only on the mortgages reported 
recorded each year. These may con- 
servatively be estimated at 33 1-3 per 
centxif the entire number of mortgages 
in force each year. Consequently it is 
certain that Ohio debtors have in the 
10 years between 1893 and 1902 paid 
$38,716,034.76 in excess interest for tne 
principles of taxation of Mr. Alfred 
Kelley appearing in the constitution, 
without being enforced.

Ohio in the past 10 years have carried 
a mortgage indebtedness of $2,783,733,- 
515?

third, as the statistics in the auditor 
of state's report, and those in the re- 
port of the secretary of state, show. 
From 1897 the annual return of the 
entire personal property in the state 
has steadily diminished, as follows:

Lawyer Thorndike—From 1857 to 


1902, 
both years inclusive, the mort- 


gages recorded in Ohio each year, of 
all those years, aggregated $2,956,150,- 
/33. No statistics were preserved be- 
tween 1847 and 1857. but it would be 
safe to put the mortgages 
recorded 


irom 1847 to 1856, both years inclusive, 
at $160,815,266.07, which is 50 per 
centum of the amount in the follow- 
ng decade. This would 
make 
the 


whole amount of mortgages recorded 
n the period, i. e., 1847 to 1902. $3.116,- 
965,999.57. One and three-fourths, per 
cent of this ie $701,317.274.57 excess in- 
«rest, which the debtors of Ohio have 
paid their creditors for the taxes, 
which the state never received, but 
which-made the rich that much richer 
and the (Mr that much poorer.

Time Is Brinjjlnj? Change*. 


Bntj a few short years ago labor 


leaders were looked upon with distrust 
and suspicion, and every one had a 
roast for the union's business agent, 
or "walking delegate." Honesty of pur- 
pose of business agents and labor lead- 
ers, however, worked a big change, and 
now the recognition of labor's head of- 
ficers and representatives is the rule in- 
stead of the exception. At the present 
time considerable discussion is being 
indulged in by. leaders in both the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican parties as to 
the advisability of nominating a repre- 
sentative labor leader for vice president 
by the next national convention. This 
sentiment bns reached the stage of be- 
*ing discussed in the loading party or- 
gans-of tho country, and it is recalled 
to mind that Theodore Roosevelt and 
John Mitchell have been coupled to- 
gether as running mates in 1904 by Re- 
publicans wiiile W. R, Hearst and II. 
"W". Steinbiss. general secretary of the 
National Buiiditic Trades Council, have 
been spoken of favorably in Democrat- 
ic circles. Should either combination 
be j^icccssfal it would certainly be in- 
teresting to know what effect the nom-

Post office and telephone girls receive 


only a little over $5 a week. Li- 
brarians receive very low pay. never 
getting beyond ?000 a year, with $230 
as the usual salary. The most com- 
petent woman bookbinder receives 
sometimes as lush as $7.25 a week. 
Girls who take up this work have to be 
content with $5 a week after an ap- 
prenticeship of twelve months. 


The salaries of women secretaries in 


England seem meager indeed' to the 
American, for here this class of women 
employees is usually very well paid. 
There is no such thing as a woman 
secretary in England who receives 
more than $13 a week. The average 
wage is $10. and this includes type- 
writing and shorthand. The typist who 
receives $G a week considers herself 
well paid, 50 por cent of the girl 
typists in London receiving only $3.75.

Saturday's session of the Teachers' 


association, held at the High school, 
was called to order by County Examin- 
er Atwell. The opening devotional ex- 
ercises were conducted by Prof. Cham- 
bers ,of Columbus. Prof. E. O. Austin, 
who was the first speaker, discussed 
"The Aim of the Teachers' Federa- 
tion." Prof. Austin's purpose wte to 
set forth the history of the Federation 
and the objects of its organization. 
These objects defined as (1) to de- 
mand higher and more definite qualifi- 
cations for those entering upon the 
work of teaching; (2) to secure greater 
protection for qualified teachers; (3) 
to better the matter of salaries paid to 
competent teachers; (4) to remove 
schools from, the influence of politics; 
(5) to secure greater tenure of office 
to those who are deserving; \$) to con- 
sider the matter of -pensions for teach- 
ers; to demand suitable education leg- 
islation. 
These objects, he declared, 


could Lest be attained by a firm con- 
solidation of the teaching forces of the 
state, for mutual help and protection. 


A short -discussion followed Mr. Aus- 


tin's speech, led by Prof. Chambers 
and participated in by several teach- 
ers, all of whom expressed themselves 
as being in favor of the proposed 
union. 


Prof. F. H. Ottman then spoke on 


"Qualifications of Teachers." 


The next speaker was Prof. W. E. 


Painter, who discussed the interesting 
subject of "The Teacher's Salary." He 
illustrated his subject by statistics 
which showed Ohio to be one of the 
least advanced, states in the payment 
of fair salaries. ' 


Prof. J. A. Tait next spoke on the 


subject of "The New York Teachers' | 
Federation," with whose workings he 
was personally acquainted. 


The subject of "The Chicago Teach- 


ers' Federation" was presented by Miss 
Cora B. Henry, who explained the 
plans of the organization and the con- 
sequent elevation of the teaching pro- 
fession in Chicago. Miss Henry illus- 
tratedsher subject by several humorous 
anecdotes.

The opening address of the afternoon 


session was made by Prof. E_. P. Childs 
on the subject, ''Needed Legislation." 
Following this talk some time was 
given to a "Question Box," in which a 
number of teachers engaged in discus- 
sion. 


The remainder of the afternoon was 


given to an address, ''The Teacher," by 
Superintendent C. L. Riley, of Alexan- j 
dria, and to the closing address, "Some 
Conditions of Success," by Superin- 
tendent J. H. Secrest, of Ottawa.

Qeo. W. Moore Who is Here on a Visit 


. Tells of Progress Made 


FIRST AUTHENTIC PICTURE OF THE NEW POPE 


IS PUBLISHED 
THE ADVOCATE TODAY. 


English Being taught In Every SchooI=-Compulsory 


School Law-Enrollment 60,000—Government 
Furnishes Text Books-Children are Bright. 


Mr. George Wendell Moore, who was 


born and reared in Newark, but is now 
superintendent of the Department of 
Education m the island of Porto Rico, 
is visiting his sister, Mrs. "W. L. Mas- 
ters, his uncle, D, L. Murphy, his 
aunt, Mrs. George "Williams and other 
lelatives in this city, before going to 
Denver to visit his mother, who is now 
living in that city. 


Mr. Moore is a son of the late John 


G. Moore, a B. & O. engineer, known 
all over the system 
as 
"Daddy" 


Moore, who was killed six years ago 
Inis fall at Mt. Vernon, while coming 
to Newark on B. &r O. train No 8. 


Five years ago, soon after the 


United States government took pos- 
session of Porto Rico, Mr. Moore went 
to-the island and has since been at the 
head of the department of education. 


When he went there there was not 


p school house, or even a desk on the 
i&iand, and of course no schools. 'At 
the time he_ left, the 
schools were 


about to commence the year's work in 
20 graded school buildings, costing 
from 810,000 to" $25,000 each, and 25 
rural schools costing about 
$2,000 


each. The enrollment for the coming 
year--will exceed 60.000, and the work 
of teaching is done by 1,200 teachers, 


1,000 
being natiyes and 
about 200 


American. A normal school to ac- 
commodate 200 students was also com- 
lleted lost December, and the pro- 
gress made under Mr. Moore's admin- 
istration has been just as satisfactory 
along other lines of his work. 


Even with the increased facilities, 


and appropriations that are as liberal 
rb the insular fund of the government 
can "yield, there are 100,000 children 
who have not yet been reached, but 
everything is being done to extend ths 
system of education as far as possi- 
ble. 
There are four high schools at 


present on the island which is ample 
t.ntil those now in the under grades 
in the next few years be'come ready 
for high school work. 


The text-books used in the schools 


of Porto Rico are all Spanish, except 
tbeJEnglish readers, which are put in 
the hands of the children "when they 
first enter. English is being taught 
in every school, but many years must 
eiapse before it becomes the language 
of the Island. Not while the present 
generation controls the policies of the 
island will this become a fact 


"The hope of the island" said Mr. 


Moore, "lies in the generation that is 
ROW in the Americanized schools. 
Its 


intellectual and moral development 
means the salvation of Porto Rico, and 
its comsrcial and social evolution." 


There is a compulsory scnoor law in 


Porto Rico, and the parents of child- 


ren heartily co-operate with the au- 
thorities in its enforcement. At first 
the parents and children, did not seem 
to realize what the schools were for, 
and pupils were sent there as Mr. 
Moore expressed it, ''wearing nothing 
but a smile." Now it is different, and 
although the clothing '"worn by them 
is not elaborate, it is enough to satis- 
tj the demands of decency. The chil- 
dren are also required to be passably 
c"ean. Nothing else is required as 
the government furnishes everything 
from the text-boks to slate pencils. 


The average Porto Rican child is 


iullv as bright and quick to learn as 
ihe same aged scholar in the American 
school room, and the work that is be- 
ing done is thorough and efficient. 


Mr. Moore spoke of a pleasant inci- 


dent last winter, when he was walking 
along the street and met Mr. H. P. 
Scott of Newark, who spent several 
raoaths on the island.

We have carefully examined all the 


bills on file in the office, which were 
paid on the allowance of the Commis- 
sioners and have investigated the le- 
gality of every allowance made to the 
various officials and parties who re- 
ceived money from the County Treas- 
ury during the year by action of the 
board.

We have taken up in detail the bills 


of. Deputy State Supervisors, and ths 
amounts allowed,to each member of 
that board, of the County plerk and 
each item made the basis of a charge, 
by him against county, of the Board of 
Infirmary Directors and their manner 
of transacting business and the com-, 
pensation claimed and received 
by 


each of them, of the County Commis-, 
sioners and their method of making 
contracts and conducting business, of 
the Coroner and the charges made by> 
him and under his directions, of the 
Court Stenographer, his charges and 
mode of doing business, of the Crimi- 
nal Costs bill of all the Justices and 
Constables in the county, and of the- 
Sheriff's bills and allowances. 


We beg to submit herewith a full 


and detailed report, the results of our 
examination.

four attorneys in the case four carbon 
copies of this testimony are made, and 
a copy given to each one of the attor- 
neys. For this work he charges eight 
(B) cents per one hundred (100) words. 
For the four attorneys 
in the case 


therefore, he gets thirty-two (32) cents 
for one hundred (100) words of type- 
writing. One can readily see that with 
a stenographer desirous of making as' 
much out of his office as the office per- 
mits, that this system is very expen- 
sive to the County. The Commission- 
ers, however, ai e without remedy. The 
Courts and the Attorneys should see to 
it that abuses of this kind are not con- 
tinued. 
Inasmuch as we understand 


that the Court Stenographer has a con- 
tract with the County for Twelve Hun- 
dred Dollars 
($1200.00) a year, we 


would respectfully suggest that this 
sum of money be made to include 
whatever services he is called upon to 
perform, which would ordinarily be 
charged against the County. In other 
words, this sum should include any 
and all services performed in Criminal 
cases, which in times past have been 
charged against the County and which 
the County has been compelled to pay. 
There is not in tho Court House a bet- 
ter paid officer under the present sys- 
tem of affairs than tho Court Stenog- 
rapher. 
The amount received by the 


stenographer mentioned herein does 
not include his allowance for station- 
ery and supplies which 'amounts to a 
large sum. 


BRIDGES. 


The Commissioners' method of doing 


business in regard to bridges is not the 
clearest that can be imagined, and is 
open to very serious criticism. We nre 
inclined to regard this as more of a 
loose, negligent business policy than 
any wrong-doing. 
The law provides 


that all contracts should be entered 
upon the Journal, yet notwithstanding 
this plain provision, out of forty (40) 
itridces built within the year of this 
report, and for which contracts werr 
pntored into with various parties, prin- 
cipally Louis I^ino. asont and George 


tute the Humane Society are a some- 
what expensive luxury to the County; 
and it is not manifest that the zeal ot 
the members induces them lo iuvesc 
much of their own money in the cause. 
This is not meant as a criticism of 
the Commissioners, but as a sugges- 
tion that the Humane Society should 
pay part of the expenses of its exist- 
ence and not cast the whole burden 
uopn the County. 


CORONER. 


A large number of inquests have 


been held on dead bodies by Scott Ev- 
ans, Coroner, during the year, with 
fees to doctors for viewing the body; 
and also a number of post-mortem ex- 
aminations of dead bodies by doctors 
who charge and are paid the sum of 
Twenty-five ($25) Dollars for holding 
the same. la,the case of Dora Devine, 
two post-mortems were held and Fifty 
Dollars ($-iO) was paid for the same. 
The law only authorizes an inquest by 
the Coroner where a body is found un- 
der circumstances raising some reas- 
onable suspicion that a murder has 
been committed. We are satisfied 
from the number of inquests being be- 
ing fifty-one (•">!) and 
post-mortems

at retail for from thirty-five (35) to 
forty (40) cents a rod. 
We believe

farms, and we are therefore of the 
opinion that the amount paid for wire 
fence in the year is in excess of any- 
thing that economical buying and care- 
ful management would justify.

MINORITY REPORT. 


While I have signed, assisted in the 


preparation, and fully concur in the 
foregoing report, except as herein mod- 
ified on the subject of bridges, and 
while I appreciate the industry and 
good faith ;with which my associates 
on the committee have 
discharged 


their duty; there are some matters in 
respect to which I am not in harmony 
with my associates and in respect to 
which I beg to present my separate 
and minority report. 


BRIDGES. 


Section 878 R. S. requires that all 


contracts entered into by the Com- 
missioners be entered on the Journal 
by the Auditor and ihat thef contracts 
be assented to at a regular or special 
meeting of the board and provides that 
the observance of these requirements 
shall be essential-to the validity of the 
contracts. So far as this section has 
been violated, and it has been as to 
more than three-fourths of(the bridge 
•work done in the vear, the'money has 
been paid without the authority of lav/ 
and in direcViolation of the plain pro- 
visions of thV statute. The method of 
conducting the bridge -business by the 
Commissioners so far as the public 
record of contracts and the payment 
of estimates on work done is concerned 
is chaotic. In most instances there is 
no contract, no mention of the author- 
ity to do the work on the Journal of 
the Board, nothing of record to show 
the length of the bridge nor the width 
of it, nor who ,has the contract, nor 
what it is to cost The only "thing that 
is clear is that certain parties from 
time'to time, present estimates made 
by themselves wBich estimates are ap- 
proved by the Comrrusisoners and the 
•warrant of the auditor issued on the 
faith of the approval. The method is 
in violation of law. It is secret and not 
public. It conceals information where 
the law demands that there shall be no 
concealment. It prevents honest com- 
petition. It invites 
monopoly. 
Its 


practical operation has been to put in- 
to the hands of two men year after 
year without competition under pri- 
vate contract evidenced by nc writing 
and so far as I know., witnessed by no 
living •witness except the partie? to 
the contract, four-fifths 
of the steel 


bridge work of the county. It is as 
repugnant to sound business principles' 
as to the statute which forbids it 


Section 2334'j of the R. £. provides 


that no contract for the expenditure of 
money be entered into by tho County 
Commissioners unless the auditor shall 
first certify tb?t the money required 
for the payment of such obligation is 
in the treasury to the credit of the 
fund from which it is to be drawn, or 
has been levied 
and placed on the

It then flr/ds it 
home in some of the banks of Newark 
where it is held as the "paper of the 
county," at six per cent interest.

The statute provides that the County 


Election 
Board shall 
meet in the 


County Commisisoncrs' office in the 
court house, for the purpose of organ- 
ization ,and no good reason appears 
why it should not hold \vhat few meet- 
ings it has in that office. Its members 
are county officers and the court house 
s their proper meeting place and by 
meeting there the expense of telephone 
and rent would have been saved. The 
:ommissioners paid Sixty (?60) Dol- 
ars a year—the entire rent—lor the 
office in which A. J. Crilly, a member 
of the Board, conducted the office of 
:ustice of the peace, and janitor fees 
for taking care of said office and a tel- 
ephone for the same. The office rent 
and phone and janitor being necessary 
n the^ business of the justice, and pay- 
ible by the justice, the payment of all 
:hese things out of the county treasury 
s not right and is particularly objec- 
tionable since the law seems to con- 
:emplate that The election board shall 
meet in the court house,w here it will 
ncur no such expense.

Exclusive of the sum cf Forty-six

•oTnmissioners no authority to pay the

THE MAKING OF SOUPS. 


It is unfortunate both for the fami- 


ily purse and the family health that so 
many children refuse to eat soup if 
there is anything else to eat This may 
be partly because so little pains is 
taken to give ^ariety qf flavoring. By 
buying the cheapest cuts of meat and 
cooking them properly we are enabled 
to get a great deal of nutrition for the 
price per pound, but it is also neces- 
sary to know how to"so flavor the soup 
that it will be palatable. 


The French, of whom it has been 


said thai thej can make good 
soup 


from water and a wishbone, use herbs 
as a flavoring, but Americans, especial- 
ly the younger ones, do not like it, not 
having inherited the taste from a long 
line of ancestors. 
So the American 


housewife will do well to find a judi- 
cious blending of vegetable flavoring 
and cling to that 


The ideal soup stock is made with 


both fresh and cooked meat, bone, veg- 
etables and herbs. The proportion of 
water for strong stock is usually about 
cne quart cold water to every round 
of meat and bone. As to the vege- 
tables, they should be cut small and 
added after the meat has 
simmered 


some four or five hours. Have the 
proportion such that no one flavor 
predominates. 
If herbs are used 
a 


sprig of each kind is all that is nec- 
essary. 


A closely-covered kettle is desirable 


for soup-making, since much of the 
strength can escape in the aroma. 
There are deep iron kettles made es- 
pecially for this purpose and called 


soup digesters. Soup stock should keep 
irom one to two weeks in cold weath- 
er, and a great variety of soups can be 
made from it. It can also be served 
plain or slightly -thickened without the 
addition of flavors.

Quick Bread. 


The various substitutes for yeast 


bread, known as quick breads and 
raised with baking powder, are com- 
paratively expensive, but when one's 
lime is limited are very satisfactory. 
On no account try to economize in the 
baking powder used, since a reliable 
baking powder must command a good 
price, owing to cost of manufacture. 


Our grandmothers used soda and 


some milk, and, if the truth must he 
told, sometimes soda aad sweet mill;, 
a great mistake, since besides being 
unhealthful, one could always "taste 
the soda." 


Modern cooks sec-m to be very un- 


successful in using soda and this may 
be owing to one of two things, putting 
the soda into the sour milk instead of 
sifting it with the dry materials or 
misjudging the acidity of the milk. So 
let us choose a good brand of baking 
powde- and use it, it will be cheaper 
in the end. 


In many muffins and griddle cake 


mixtures beef fat can be used instead 
of butter and when eggs are dear they 
can be left out. Be sure to use pastry 
flour for all such cooking, since bread 
Hour has a tendency to make tough ar- 
ticles on account of the greater pro- 
portion of gluten contained in it. There 
are so many good makes of pastry 
Hour on the market it would seem im- 
possible 10 leccmmend any particular 
one and a leliable grocer will send a 
good kind on being asked to do so. 


The given recipe for griddle cakes 


can be varied by the addition of one 
cup of huckleberries in their season, 
or by using one-half graham flour or 
one-fourth commeal. 


Griddle cakes—Twocups flour, two 


tablespoonfuls baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one egg, one scant pint 
sweet milk, one and one-half teaspoon- 
ful melted butter. 


Sift dry materials, beat the egg, add 


the milk and stir into tho dry mater- 
ials; add butter and beat well.

Hurry Jobnuton RevarA* the 


Plateau a* Unparalleled In 


Trotflcal Africa-Well Watered and 
Covered With Noble Forest*— Cli- 
mate Favorable to White Men. 
When the British government recent- 


ly offered the Zionist conference at 
Basel eo considerable a stretch of ter- 
ritory In east Africa for Jewish settle- 
ment it volunteered to give away one 
of the most remarkable as well as one 
of the most Interesting tracts of land 
in the world today, says a special cable 
dispatch from London to the Philadel- 
phia Press. The great plateau of the 
Uganda region Is not only one. of the 
very few in all Africa where white 
men may live and prosper, but it is a 
land as well which is both inviting in 
all those respects which should make 
life worth living, and abounding, to"o, 
in much of the mystery and glamour 
which have for so long hung over the 
central stretches of the dark continent. 


The Victoria Nyanza region, whejre 


the Nile takes its birth, lies 3,820 feet 
above sea level, a land remarkable for 
its forests and plains and unique in its 
Mau escarpment, a mighty stone wall 
thrown up by nature with a regularity 
almost as marked as though it were 
man made, which faces upon a sunken 
valley, called "The Great Rift" About 
this rise mighty^puntains, wbich are 
almost beyond question those which 
figured In the geographical stories of 
the ancients as "the Mountains of the 
Moon." 


When, even in comparatively modern 


times, the coast lands of Africa had 
been opened up by discovery and no 
mountains of any unusual size had 
been found it was affirmed that these 
Mountains of the Moon could have ex- 
isted only iii the imaginations of those 
who first wrote of them. But the geog- 
raphy of today has found in such 
peaks as Mount Kenia and Mount Kili- 
manjaro, which rise 18,000 and 19,000 
feet above the surrounding country, 
full warrant for all stories of the past. 


Sir Harry Johnston, who undoubted- 


ly knows more of the Uganda region 
than any other man living, in his re-. 
port on the country made as special 
commissioner for the Uganda protec- 
torate describes it as unparalleled In 
tropical Africa. He declares it to be 
admirably watered, fertile and cool, 
covered with noble forests and but 
sparsely inhabited. He adds that it is 
quite as healthy for Europeans as 
Great Britain 4'tself. A very interest- 
ing feature of his report lias to,do with 
the various vegetable growths of the 
country, which would seem to be re- 
markable for the size they assume. 
Plants which in- the temperate zone 
are properly regarded as small attain 
in the Uganda a growth many times 
that which Is characteristic of them in 
lands farther north. 


As for the people — and, one might also 


say, "as for the neighbors which the 
Jews will find awaiting them"— they 
make up in peculiarities what they may 
lack in numbers. The tract of terri- 
tory which has been offered by Great 
Britain is perhaps 200 miles long by 90 
or 100 miles in width. In that there 
are now living sevep distinct tribes of 
African natives, one of them already in 
a state of some civilization, but the 
other six characteristically barbarous, 
though Sir Harry Johnston is the au- 
thority for the statement that all of the 
them are well disposed toward the 
white man "and willing to study and 
Imitate his ways. The Baganda peo- 
ple wear European clothes— that is, 
Turkish garments— and most of them 
Speak a little French or English. The 
other peoples of the region still go In 
the state, of undress so long associated 
with African natives. 


Probably the strangest of the tribes 


are the Kavironldos, whose cannibal 
traditions still prompt them to file their 
teeth to needle-like points, and the 
famous Kiagwe dwarfs, a tribe *of 
diminutive hunters which 
wanders 


over the greater part of eastern Af- 
rica between the Victoria Nyanza and 
the vicinity of the Indian ocean.
